Reciprocity.! 

There nro, porhaps, fow thingB calou- 
lated to promote in a higher degree the 
l)roapcrity of British Columbia than an 
open marlcot for our raw products in the 
neighboring States and Territories. As 
has been shown in former articles, and 
admitted eten by American authorities 
and established by American tosts, this 
Province has been favored by nature with 
a monoiioly of tnio coal on tho North 
Pacific. Its coal stovos uio not only prac- 
tically inoxhaustiblo, but thoy, in many 
iustnncos, present extraordinary faiMlities 
for winuing and nliippiiig. Tlio vorld 
would appear to have ontored upon tho 
iron and steam age; and if wo take tho 
tendency of tho age in connection witli 
tho obvious course of empire and tho 
part which the "Crreater Britain of Am- 
erica," with its "TrueNorthwestPaasage," 
seem destined to act in the work of empire, 
it is, indeed, difficult to overeatin^ato tho 
full value of this coal monopoly and the 
influence it must exert in the distribution 
of commoroQ and of political power in tlio 
North Pacilio. But for tho preaent and, 
doubtless, for some eonaiderablo tiino to 
como, coal will be chiefly vahiab'o to 
BritiHli Columbia (in an article of export, 
— a means of employing labour and bring- 
ing naonoy into tlio country. Tlio duty 
wliicb our coal meets at San Francisco 
and other American ports operates an a 
heavy tax upon this industry. Were that 
removed we should be enabled to drive 
all the inferior coals out of tho markets, 
and the consumers would, at tho samo 
time, have a cheaper and better article. 
It is not easy to understand the reasons 
• which dictate tho policy of our noigh- 
bora in this respect. They thomselves 
admit, as was shown in an article wliich 
we jirintod not long ago, the superiority 
of our coal, that it is, in fact, tho only 
true coal on the coast; it is of the greatest 
importance to thorn that their markets 
should be supplied with it; and yet they 
moot it with a hostile tarifl'l But coal is 
not the only article of exjiort for whicli 
it is important that British Columbia 
should have an open market in the neigh- 
boring country. In this respect lumber 
is cnly second to coal. Although not 
possessing a monopoly of thisjcommodity, 
British Columbia may without hesitation 
challenge the world in respect to the ex- 
cellenco and magnitude of her merchant- 
able trees. There has not boon found 
their match anywboro; and her thou.sand 
( 'imiles or more of sea shoro presents uu- 
ecjualled facilities for shipinng. This 
industry, like that of coal mining i,i great- 
ly hindered by the American tarifV. The sea 
wealth of this Province is, as yet, but 
little understood. And, hero, again, wo 
possess an enormous advantage over our 
neighbors, having, if not tho only, by far 
the most valuable fishing grounds in the 
North Pacific. This is, from the very 
nature of things, an interest slower to at- 
tract attention and employ capital. It is 
oue of so vast a nature that wo cannot 
permit ourselves to enter upon it in the 
present hrtiele. Tho encouraging and 
vitalizing influences of a reciprocity troaty 
., are scarcely less OKsenlial to the early do- 
veloj)ninnt of the sea wealth of this mag- 
nilicent Province; for it is jnst in the 
earlier stages of such dovelojjonient that 
tho necessity for a near market is most 
ka.'iily felt. i5yanil by wo kIuiU h.'ivo a 
largo home market, and shall possesH the 
capacity to avail ourselves of inarketa 
more remote. Those may j)robably bo 
regarded as constituting the three lead- 
ing export interests of British Columbia, 
and they all stand in need of the foster- 
ing influences of a reciprocity treaty. It 
has been seen that a strong feeling is 
growing up in the Eastern and middle 
St.atos in favor of rencving reciprocial 
commercial relations with Canadii; and 
we know that Canada, on lici- |)art, is 
ready, although, perhaps, in ;■. liottci- pu 
sition to wait. (_)f (bourse the interests of 
British Columliin will, to some extent, li(> 
as a m(M-(^ drop in the bucket, ivlioii th<; 
gt'-'ieral interests and arguments come to 
1)0 weighed Itetween the two nations; but 
uHsurodly our i)arti(nilar interest iuid pe- 
culiar situation ought not to bo overlook- 
. ed in dealing with the general subject. 
Nay, they ought to have a weight some- 
what disproportioned to their inesent 
magnitude. Thoy ought to be estimated 
less in tho light of the present than the 
future. It does not seem altogether im- 
probable that tho subject of reciprocity 
miiy, in some fcu'in or other, (iccupy llie 
attention of the Dominion Parliament 
during its present si.'ssiun. Hhouhl it 
como u]i, the representutivcs fiuiii this 
Prf)vince will l)e e:t])ivtcd to cxort them- 
selves f.ir the purpose of impro.ssing the 
iKitional mind with tho fcom]iarntivclT 
speaking) great, and tho very direct in- 
terest British Columbia has in the matter. 
As for the fairness of the thing, regarded 
as an international question, it scarcely 
behooves us now to speak. Yet we may 
point to the unequal condition of our 
trade relations with cur immediate noigii- 
bors At the present moment. While we 
take largely of their productionn duty 
fr(!e, thoy are not taking a single nrt icle 
from us that is not met with a heavy duty. 
We may be tcddthis is tlie foi-fune nf cir- 
(niniatancos. I!o it so, A fair and jusj 
Irciily would tend to the adjuatiuent of 

I'irciimidftiices bearing unfairly on tho 
weaker party. 



Working Men's Programme. 

Tha ///li/c of Beforni has by no 

means been reached in England. Like ii 
wave it rolls on and on towards tho 
shore of Democracy. The working men 
of England are organizing and evidently 
"mean bnsinoss." Their association 
number.'! thousands in Ijondou and has 
it.i ramifications throtigliout counties. 
Quite recently Mr. Morley, M. P., presided 
at a meeting of reproaentativos of tho 
workingmen in London. The imniodiato 
object of the meeting was to receive tho 
re])ort of a committee which had been ap- 
pointed to obtain adhesions to a pro- 
gramme decided upon at conferences held 
towards the end of last year. Tho pro- 
gress reported by the committoo seems to 
havobeenofan encouraging nature. It 
was reoommondod that tho association 
should sele'ctthe following points (W test 
questions at the next general election: — 
Comploto political o(juality, cmbraeing 
Uegistratiou of Voters Bill, abolition of 
lodgors' rental qualitication,and reduction 
of rMidoiitial qualification to six months; 
assimilation of borough and county voting; 
approximate equality of representation to 
population; candidates to bo relieved of 
legal election eijionses; members of Par- 
liament to have tlie right of payment for 
their 8(!rvicea; abiiolute secret ballot; 
shorter Parliaments: abolition of present 
Commons' Enclosure Acts, and the acqui- 
sition by the .State of cultivable waste and 
other lands, to be let to co-operative asso- 
ciations or small cultivators on conditions 
that shall insure them an equitable in- 
terest therein, tlio Iiand Improvement 
Commissioners to grant loans to those 
located on such lands on the s;<nui terms 
they now lend monoy for land iniprnvi!- 
ment; the repeal of tho Criminal Law 
Amendment Act, amendment of tho law 
of conspiracy, and tho alteration of the 
Factory and Workshops .A.ct to nine hours. 
T'lie rojjort was adojded, and arrangc;- 
nients were made for organizing tlui 
society, a resolution coudemning the 
Parks Bill being also passed." It does 
not seem improl)able lliat tho movement 
is one destined to make itself felt at tho 
general election next year. Jlost of the 
articles in the working men's creed are 
good. Some savor too much of revolu- 
tion.

Last night iVIr. Bull delivered hia fifth 
lecttiro at the iMeehaiiics' Institute, which 
was crowded, tho subject being "Peculiar 
People." In it the wonderful diversity of 
individual temper, character and habits 
was thrown into bold relief. This indi- 
vidual tliversity the lecturer traced u]) 
to national characteristics, ably illustnit- 
efl in manners, oustomSi institutions and 
literature. "It is," said Mr. Bull, "mar- 
vidlousthat every member of Adam and 
h'.ve's vast faniily'is inurkod by sonic dis- 
tin.ouishiiig peculiarity. Travorsi; tho 
crowded stieels and scrutinize every face, 
scan the couutumiiicos at a meeting, look 
at a grou]) in tho domestic circle, and, on 
all these coinages of God's mint ycui will 
see the stamp of distinctive peculiarity." 
That ])(n-tioii of man's life, when helpless- 
ly otr his guard ho reveals his distingiush- 
iiig peculiarities most ch-arly, viz: While 
in lovo, was illustrated by several amus- 
ing incidoKts. Whilst further tracing 
this peculiarity as shown in the humau 
face divine, in which expression, he said, 
formed its chief beauty, and was increas- 
ed as higher stages of relinemont and 
civilization were reached. The iiianiier- 
isms of that class of society who iissuiiit a 
superiority over their fellows thro' acci- 
dents of birth — through that arlilioial dis- 
tinction called "gentle birth" — wore 
cleverly alluded to in local exam^iles.
